MY HOME... 



I’m Kate Beer, 38, and 
I’m a photographer and picture 
editor (katebeer.co.uk). I live with 
my two daughters, Lola, 9, Poppy, 7, 
and our cat. Rocket. 

A four-bedroom new-build 
terrace in Stroud, Gloucestershire, 
which I bought in April 2014. It was 
constructed on the site of a former 
hospital, and was designed by Kevin 
McCloud’s company, HAB, 
in partnership with the housing 
organisation, GreenSquare Group. 

The estate is built on the ideas of 
community, sustainable living and 
being environmentally efficient. 

The house was 
a complete blank canvas with white 
walls, but it was very light and 
spacious. It just needed a bit of 
thought on how to decorate the space 
to make it feel more like a home. 

I chose engineered-oak 
flooring for the living spaces to add 
warmth, and I used wallpaper, tiles 
and textiles to add colour and pattern.

W hen I started thinking 
about moving house,

» of a house and seeing it take shape as 
renovations take place, but with a busy 
lifestyle, moving into a ready-made space 
suddenly seemed very appealing. 

I decided to take the plunge and made 
an offer on the house, which was accepted 
immediately. The thing that spurred me on 
was that there was a real community feel 
to the estate. There’s a communal garden 
in the middle where all the children play 
together, which the girls’ love, and there’s 
a natural wildlife corridor that runs through 
the centre. There are allotments for the 
residents and even apple trees and fruit 
shrubs that we’re all free to pick from. 

Choosing off plan 

Another thing that attracted me was that 
the house had been well insulated, triple 
glazed and is environmentally friendly. I 
love period properties, but there’s always 
a long list of never-ending problems, 
whether it’s mould, draughts or leaking 
roofs. Our Victorian property was dark

with small rooms, so the thought of a 
warm, bright space was very inviting. I 
must admit, it’s quite strange buying a 
property from a plan because you can’t 
quite envisage how the final layout will 
look, and scale is difficult to gauge. 

When we finally moved in, it wasn’t quite 
what I expected. The room dimensions 
differed from my expectations, and the 
sockets and light fittings hadn’t been 
placed where I would have chosen. Also, 
the house wasn’t quite finished. There were 
dusty concrete floors thoughout so we had 
to wait a few weeks before we could fully 
unpack. It did mean, however, that I could 
choose to put down engineered-oak 
flooring, and I was able to pick the tiles 
for the bathroom and kitchen, too. 

House to home 

When we moved in, I really wanted to 
inject some personality into the house. But 
the main problem I faced when thinking 
about decorating was that there was no »

» focus to the rooms. In a period property 
there’s often a fireplace that creates an 
anchor for arranging furniture, but with this 
house, there was nothing like that, which 
made it harder to create a homely space. 

I didn’t want to simply paint all the walls 
in bright colours, but I needed to get rid of 
the feeling of living in white boxes. I used 
Pinterest to gather ideas and colour 
schemes, and the first thing I did was 
wallpaper some areas to create feature 
walls - the girls loved choosing their own 
funky patterns. It was then easy to team 
my simple furniture with bright, bold 
accessories to add my own style. The best 
thing about using cushions, wall art and 
rugs is that I can change the feel of each 
room by just moving items around. 

Well designed 

Now that we’re settled, I love the way the 
house has been designed around family 
living and nothing feels cramped. The 
kitchen is more than big enough for

a dining table, so the sitting room can 
double up as a home office and still feel 
spacious. There are also plenty of built-in 
cupboards that are great for hiding clutter. 

I’ve had to work hard to personalise this 
house to make it my own, and I’m still 
moving furniture around to find the best 
use of the space. However, rather than 
worrying about structural work and 
repairs. I’ve been able to concentrate 
on the decor instead. Plus, the girls love 
the freedom the move has given them. 

I wanted this house to be thoughtful and 
evolve with time. It’s also nice knowing 
that everything is brand new and in good 
working order and nothing will break 
down - for a long while at least anyway!

Paint effects 

Using paint is one of the quickest ways 
to bring colour into a room. But rather 
than walls, consider areas that often 
get overlooked. Painting a ceiling in 
a strong shade can create amazing 
results when combined with plain 
walls, or pinpoint selected areas to 
use colours in, even painting certain 
kitchen unit doors a one-off shade. 


A dding pops of colour to your 
home can really draw the eye 
to features or accessories 
within individual rooms.

L iving in rented military 

housing can be tricky when 
it comes to decorating/ says 
Marie. ‘You have to return the 
house to exactly how it was 
when you moved in, so any alterations 
must be reversible. Because of this, most 
people steer clear of things like changing 
floors, removing fireplaces or even 
wallpapering, as these jobs are simply 
too much of a big task and expense 
when you eventually have to move out. 

But we love the lifestyle and sense of 
community that comes with living here 
and we feel lucky to have a great property, 
surrounded by open fields, and to be in 
close proximity to lively towns such as 
Henley-on-Thames it’s the perfect mix! 


Deciding on decor 

We started off by giving the living and 
dining rooms a complete contemporary 
update and making them feel fresher.

» to think carefully about our choices and 
how to reverse them when the time comes. 
One thing we had to consider was how to 
select colour schemes that would work 
with the brown-beige carpets; this is why 
I went for light and bright decor to lift the 
neutral scheme and inject some character. 

We faced the mammoth task of having 
to buy everything at once - having just 
paid for a wedding and honeymoon! - so 
I had to be creative with updating furniture 
and finding good deals. I bought a lot of 
furniture on eBay, then upcycled various 
items using Annie Sloan chalk paints and 
spray paints. My favourite piece is the wall 
art in the living room that I created by 
painting an old mirror frame. I removed the 
glass, painted the frame bright turquoise, 
then hung it on the wall to surround a 
fuchsia stag-head print. I then styled this 
corner with the Bouji chair from Made.com. 

I also revamped the wooden furniture 
in Isaac’s nursery with Annie Sloan chalk 
paint in Pure and French Grey, then added 
stencils and vintage-style glass drawer 
pulls. The furniture here only cost £70 in 
total and to buy it new would have cost 
hundreds, so I’m really pleased with how 
it turned out.

like an object to be. To begin with, does 
it need to be contained and how will it 
be viewed? Does it need to be out of reach 
of children or wagging dogs’ tails? Can it 
sit on a desk or be put up high?

we wanted, including a vaulted glass ceiling 
above the living room, had to be scrapped, 
and the distance we could extend outwards 
was reduced considerably. Each time our 
architect resubmitted our plans it cost us 
a small fortune, but my interior design 
background meant that I could produce 
scale drawings, so I decided to do it myself 
and save us money. I read up on permitted 
development issues and altered the plans.

Getting to work 

As well as extending the house, we moved 
the position of the rooms. The kitchen was 
relocated to the front of the house so we 
could create a larger, open-plan cooking 
and dining space. It’s now the heart of 
the home and is bathed in sunlight in the >> 


here/ says Francesca. ‘We felt we’d made 
a mistake moving too close to a busy 
high street and had come to a point in 
our lives when we were craving more 
space for the family and our dogs. 

When we first spotted this place, it was 
out of our budget, but it was soon reduced 
and we put in an offer. I wasn’t keen on 
the existing footprint of the house, which 
although large was very narrow, and the 
layout of the rooms was odd, too. But it 
had the all-important potential to extend. 

Overcoming hurdles 

We had problems submitting our plans for 
a two-storey extension at the back of the 
house. Many of the architectural features

The living 
room was sited in the new extension at the 
back of the property so I could relax on the 
sofa and admire the garden view. I love my 
garden, so this was really important to me. 

The renovations took eight months and 
we lived in the house while the work was 
carried out, which was a nightmare! At one 
point we had no wall on the back of the 
house and had to shower in swimming 
costumes luckily it was summer! 

More recent changes have included 
turning the dining room into a utility area, 
as a second space to eat was unnecessary. 
A good-sized utility room is invaluable 
in a busy household with two dogs. 

Time for a refresh 

Two-and-a-half years ago I decided to 
change direction and swap my interior 
design career to become the store manager 
at second-hand shop Returned to Glory, 


and I’ve never looked back. Working there 
has had a big impact on the style of our 
home and given it a wonderfully eclectic 
feel, thanks to all the fab pieces that I’ve 
picked up. As a member of staff, items 
have to be on the showroom floor for at 
least a shift before I can buy them, but I’m 
constantly amazed at what doesn’t get 
snapped up. For example, the Danish 
sideboard in our living room was in the 
showroom for two weeks before I bought 
it, and no-one wanted the Mid-Century- 
style chairs that are now in my kitchen. 

Hidden talents 

My job has also helped me rediscover 
forgotten crafting skills, as I have to 
reupholster, cover or sew items for the 
showroom to inspire our customers.

YOUR QUESTIONS ANSWERED... 


Q Do I need planning permission for 
an extension, and are there any 
other rules and regulations? 

The good news is that you don’t need 
planning permission for most loft 
extensions. Adding up to 40 cubic metres 
in a terraced house, or 50 cubic metres in a 
detached or semi-detached house counts 
as a permitted development, however 
the extension must not protrude beyond 
certain points. You can read up on the 
rules at planningportal.gov.uk. 

The rules aren’t too complicated you 
will need a Lawful Development certificate 
from the local authority and the build 
will need to be passed by their Building 
Control Services (or an approved 


inspector). They will check it meets the 
basic standards for structure, ventilation, 
insulation, fire safety and so on. They are 
not responsible for checking the general 
quality of the carpentry and finishes 

Q My loft isn’t tall - is that a problem? 

You need at least 2.3m at the highest 
point to convert it, bearing in mind that 
the new floor will add around 20cm due 
to insulation and building materials. 

Q l have a top-floor flat, can I build up? 

It depends on whether you, the 
leaseholder or a combination of people 
own the roof space and whether your 
landlord or management company needs

to give permission. Talk to a solicitor 
with experience of negotiating flat leases. 

Q Are there any houses that aren’t 
able to be extended? 

Houses built during or after the 1970s 
can be trickier. They are more likely to 
have been constructed with trussed rafters 
- complex structures that can be harder 
to convert as they need new support 
beams. With the help of a chartered 
structural engineer it’s not impossible, 
but it can be a more involved process. 

Q Will a conversion be disruptive, 
and is it likely to cost me a lot? 

In a word, yes. You can expect up to 
12 weeks of upheaval. The initial build is 
surprisingly swift - and early work will 
be done via scaffolding. But once builders 
create a hole for your new staircase, there 
will be carpentry, plastering, plumbing, 
electrics and so on, ail carried out on 
the inside. Be prepared for dust... 

As far as the cost goes, depending on 
where you live, a simple Veiux extension 
or a small dormer will set you back 
anywhere from £20,000-£30,000, while 
a large L-shaped dormer can reach 
£45,000. But don’t forget that any tiles, 
sanitaryware and flooring, plus fitting and 


decorating, will be extra. It’s best to add 
a 10% contingency fund to your budget. 

Q Do I need an architect? What styles 
of conversion are available? 

Well, an architect would always say yes to 
that! If you’ve got a big or complex project, 
it can be a worthwhile investment, but 
some people simply use a chartered 
structural engineer to do the drawings. 

A Veiux extension, taken from the name 
of the windows that are inserted into a 
sloping roof, is the easiest and cheapest 
way to create a room from an existing loft. 
A dormer extension adds a box onto the 
side or back, while hip-to-gable extensions 
are built onto the side of a house. 

Q What about finishing touches? 

This is where your loft space can 
really shine. Features such as a rooflight, 
a run of Veiux windows with blinds, a Juliet 
balcony, an interesting staircase or even 
a power shower can make it stand out. 

What about insulation? 

Building regulations demand a high 
level of insulation for the roof and the new 
floor, but if you’re going to use it as a 
music room or similar, you should ask about 
extra soundproofing and special flooring.

1 Working on newspaper, 
paint the inside and 
outside of the square 
box using a tester pot 
of paint. Don’t worry about 
covering the inside back panel 
of the box, as this will be 
covered with wallpaper later 
on. Leave it to dry before 
applying a second coat of 
paint to ensure good coverage 
over the whole surface. 


Cut a piece of 
wallpaper to 30cm 
sq (we used free 
samples from the local 
DIY store). Once the paint has 
completely dried on the box, 
apply a thin layer of PVA 
glue to its back inside panel. 
Be careful not to use too 
much glue, as this can 
cause unsightly excess 
to spill out from the sides. 


3 Lay the piece of 

wallpaper onto the PVA 
glue, starting in one 
corner to ensure it is 
straight. Rub over the surface 
of the wallpaper as you push 
it down to remove any air 
bubbles. If you have excess 
paper around the sides, trim 
this using a ruler and scalpel. 
Attach 3M Command strips to 
the back of the box then hang.

D ressing your window will

Get the measure 

The next step will be measuring up. 

Don’t be daunted by this. There are 
a few golden rules, which are easily 
mastered. Measured correctly, the 
curtains will enhance the room and 
can even make it look larger and more 
spacious. You may prefer a smart, 
tailored look or a luxurious window 
treatment with the fabric pooling 
on the floor. It’s a good idea to hang 
your curtain pole close to the ceiling 
to add height to the room. 

Material world 

One of the key elements is your fabric 
choice. A lightweight material, like linen 
or cotton, or even a sheer, will create an 
airy, casual vibe, while a heavier fabric 
such as velvet will instantly add drama. 
It’s best to get a few samples and hold 
them up to the window in the room to 
see how they look. ‘Never underestimate 
the power of a pair of curtains!’ says 
Sarah Quilliam, head of product design 
at Hillarys. ‘More than just a window 
dressing, curtains can give your home 
a fresh new look and can be the starting 
point for the room’s theme and decor’

H aving bespoke curtains 
made to measure is one 
way of ensuring a perfect 
finish, but if you want to 
make your own, take care to get the 
right measurements from the start. 

How to measure up 

1 Decide if your curtains will hang from 
a pole or track and position it 10-15cm 
above the window. If there’s space, let it 
run at least 15cm either side of the window. 

2 Depending on whether your curtains 
are floor or sill length, measure from 


the pole or track down to where you want 
them to finish. Sill-length curtains often 
finish 1.25cm above the sill, or 15cm below 
the sill level, and floor-length often finish 
1.5cm above the floor level. Add extra 
centimetres to let them pool on the floor. 

3 To get a soft gathered look when 
the curtains are closed, multiply your 
track or pole width as a guide; by two 
for a pleat or eyelet heading, and for tab 
top headings, multiply the width by 1.5cm. 

4 Add another 2.5cm to allow the 
curtains to overlap in the middle 
when closed, to maximise your privacy.

Garry Bailey, technical engineer at 
window dressing experts Swish, advises: 
‘When measuring for a new curtain pole, 
a good rule of thumb is to add an extra 
30cm onto the width of your window 
as this extra 15cm either side will give 
a pleasing end result, allowing the curtains 
to stack back. If you find you have limited 
space either side of the window, you’ll 
need to factor this in so you can be 
sure that your choice of finial fits 
comfortably into the space available.’ 


Top practical tips... 


Don’t forget to consider these important points 

WEIGH IT UP Think about 
the weight of the curtains when 


putting up your track or pole. 
For mid-weight curtains, a 
2.8cm diameter pole will be 
sufficient. A 2cm pole would 
suit a lightweight sheer and 
a 3.5cm pole for a heavier 
fabric. You may also need 
extra brackets to take the 
weight of heavy curtains. 

’ MIX COLOURS If you’re 
thinking about made-to- 
measure curtains, the options 
are endless. Mix and match 
two different colours that 
complement the room. 

A blackout lining is best 
for bedrooms to keep 
out the morning sunlight. 
Team with delicate 
sheers to add 
further privacy 
and soften the look.

Choose blinds and curtains that are in 
the same materials and complement one another, or go for 
a completely different finish to create a striking look. To save 
money, hang curtains that are not the full width but just 
create the look, and simply close the blind at night.

Lined 
blackout curtains are ideal if you live near a street lamp or a 
busy, well-lit road. And, of course, they’re perfect in summer, 
when the sun rises earlier. If you want to refresh the look 
without changing the curtains themselves, then simply 
get a new pole, finials or tiebacks for an updated finish.

Q Should

times of the year? 

For summer, curtains that 
are made of lightweight 
or translucent fabrics are 
popular choices due to their 
ability to freshen up a room, 
keep it cool during the 
warmer months and, of 
course, provide privacy. 
Long, draping voile curtains 
are fabulous at this time of 
year, while floral patterns 
and bright tones will add 
welcome colour. In the 
winter, choose heavy-set 
fabric with thermal lining 
or interlining to keep out 
the cold and create a 
warm and cosy feel in the 
room. Rich, deep shades 
are perfect at this time, too. 


If you want a dramatic look 
or have a large room with 
high ceilings, then choose 
curtains that will touch the 
floor.

1 First, consider what colours you want 
to paint your desk we decided on 
plain white for a fresh feel, paired 
with a metallic trim and dipped legs to 
give it a cool, sophisticated vibe. 

2 Next, give the desk a light sand to 
rid it of any splinters it also helps to 
give the paint a key to stick to. Wipe 
the desk over and ensure it’s clean of dust. 

3 Using a medium-size brush, paint the 
desk with white furniture paint 
or eggshell, being sure to get into 
all the nooks and crannies of the wood. 
Leave to dry, then repeat with a second 
coat and leave to dry again. 

4 Mask off a line, three-quarters of the 
way down each leg, using masking 
tape. Paint the small quarter section 
of each leg with a metallic paint of your 
choice we decided on copper. Leave to 
dry and repeat. Meanwhile, using a small 
paintbrush, paint around the edge of the 
desktop to give it a matching trim. Again, 
let it dry and then repeat. Remove the 
masking tape from the legs, and voila!

Preparing your floor 

The main factor is to ensure that the 
floor underneath is in good order. It 
should be clean, smooth, and free from 
indentations and ridges, which could 
have an effect on the appearance 
and wear of the carpet. If your floor 
is concrete, it is vital that the subfloor 
is dry and the relative humidity is 
below 75%. Make sure wooden floors 
are free from loose or high-standing 
nails and fill gaps wider than 3mm.

MY ROOM... 


I’m Sam Burke, 48, a 
production company administrator, 
and I live with my husband, Mike, 

51, a satellite broadcasting engineer, 
and our children, Joe, 16, Freja, 14, 
and Finn, 12, in a 1930s four-bedroom 
house in Hampton, southwest 
London. We moved here in 2001. 

Bringing colour 
into my dull bedroom and getting 
rid of the broken wardrobes and 
rickety wooden bed. I also wanted 
to sort out my storage issues once 
and for all and simplify the window 
treatment - all on a budget. 

Soft wool carpet 
underfoot, a rich colour on the 
walls, white furniture with more 
storage and accessories that 
provide plenty of bursts of colour. 
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W e were living nearby 
in a two-bedroom 
terraced cottage, but 
we needed more space 
after Joe came along 
and I became pregnant with Freja,’ says 
Sam. ‘We wanted to stay in the area and 
found that by living slightly further out, in 
Hampton, we’d get more for our money. 

We found a three-bedroom place that 
was ripe for renovation. It looked very 
shabby, and you could tell the last owners 
had been smokers, as the whole house was 
nicotine yellow. But we saw the potential 
to turn it into a four-bedroom property, 
as the loft was partly done, and we’d be 
able to create a kitchen-diner at the back. 
Initially, we painted everything white to 
give a blank canvas, took up all the carpets 
and sanded or painted the floors.

Painted floorboards didn’t fit in with the 
cosy feel I wanted. I longed for soft carpet, 
which would feel luxurious and cut down 
on noise. We went for grey wool, which 
fits in with the Scandi decor, goes with 
everything and doesn’t show the dirt! 

While shopping for our bed, we spotted 
a chest of drawers that would suit the 
scheme. The white wardrobes from eBay 
weren’t as sturdy as I’d have liked, and 
also the knobs were a bit plasticky, so 
I replaced them with enamel ones. I was 
able to find some bedside cabinets in 
white that were a similar style to the bed. 

Finishing touches 

I chose cushions, bedding and throws in 
pink, blue and yellow to boost the room, 
and treated myself to a Pip Studio throw, 
as well as some embroidered cushions. We 
finished the last bits just before Christmas, 
and it was so lovely to wake up together 
on Christmas Day in our new room.’

M oving to London from 
Macclesfield in Cheshire 
15 years ago for work, 
we were settled in the 
Teddington area, which 
Jeff knew quite well,’ says Catherine. 

‘We moved into a modern 1970s terraced 
property, but six years ago we began to 
think about moving somewhere bigger, 
so started searching in nearby Hampton. 
We liked the fact that it felt like a village, 
and had a good school, shops and 
transport, as well as plenty of greenery. 

We soon found this house, with its large 
kitchen-diner and three good-sized 
bedrooms. It had been partially revamped, 
but there was still plenty of potential. One 
of the problems we knew we’d have to 
tackle was the cramped bathroom and tiny 
loo. The whole layout needed rethinking. 

Replanning the space 

The roof slopes down at the back of 
the house, which gives the bathroom 
character, but it meant that the bath 
could only fit right up against the wall 
otherwise you wouldn’t be able to open 
the door. There also wasn’t room to 
have a proper fixed shower - a major 
problem with the kids growing up. 

Although the bathroom had been fitted 
with inexpensive fittings, we didn’t feel we 
could rip them out when we moved in, as 
they were new. Now, several years on and 
falling apart we knew it was time to act. 

The obvious thing was to knock the two 
rooms into one and rejig the layout. 

Alternative plans 

We got several quotes from builders 
and went with one from the Checkatrade 
website, booking the work for three weeks 
in October 2014. The window was in a 
bad state, so renovating it was part of 
the quote, and we went for frosted glass, 
which lets light in, but still offers us privacy. 

By knocking the wall down we were able 
to change the position of the new bath and 
still have room for a proper ceiling-mounted 
waterfall shower We also planned to get a 
new vanity unit, but site it to the left-hand 
side of the room, rather than straight W

T he previous owners were the 
first to live in this new-build

A big change 

Edd and I have always loved diner-style 
kitchens for their fun, relaxed vibe, and this 
is what we wanted to achieve. So after 
three years of saving, we were finally able 
to gather together ideas and plans. We 
initially considered a black-and-white tiled 
floor, but realised it would date quickly. 

We also reigned in our plans for bright 
red leather seating and went for a darker, 
more reserved red that would stand the 
test of time.

Trusted tradesman 

It was important that we found a reputable 
tradesperson, and we came across a great 
kitchen fitter who was also a carpenter.

yy only was our builder great at solving 
problems, he also saved us money as 
he advised us not to rip out the old floor 
tiles. He suggested Karndean flooring, as 
the fitters would screed over the top to 
create a level surface for the wood-effect 
design. We found a local supplier and the 
flooring was laid with little hassle. 

Choosing a paint colour for the walls was 
a harder decision we couldn’t find a tone 
that wouldn’t clash with the grey units. 
Finally, we decided upon Dulux’s warm 
Egyptian Cotton and it happened to be a 
kitchen-specific paint, which was a bonus. 

Open for business 

After just two weeks, we could see our 
diner-style kitchen shaping up, so we 
shopped around for fun pieces to hone 
the look.

PASTA BAKE 

TAKES 50 MIN SERVES 4 

Jfr 300g pasta 500g pork 
mince Jk 1 onion, diced 4r Itsp 
dried oregano Jfc 2 garlic cloves, 
finely chopped Jfc 2tsp Dijon 
mustard Itbsp ketchup 
^ Itbsp Worcestershire sauce 
lOOg Cheddar cheese, grated 
Jfr Green salad, to serve 
FOR THE SAUCE Itbsp oil 
Jfr 1 onion, diced ^ 2 garlic 
cloves, diced Jfr 2 x 400g 
tins chopped tomatoes 
Jfr 50ml red wine Jfc 2tsp 
oregano ^ Itsp sugar 

I Cook the pasta to pack 
instructions, drain and set 
aside in the pan. Preheat the grill 
to medium. In a bowl, mix the 
pork with the onion, oregano, 
garlic, mustard, ketchup and 
Worcestershire sauce. Season. 

2 Roil into 28 meatballs and 
arrange on a grill tray. Grill 
for 10-12 min, turning occasionally, 
until browned on all sides. 

3 For the sauce, heat the oil 
in a saucepan over a 
medium heat, add the onion 
and gently fry for 2 min.

the garlic and fry 
for a further 30 seconds.

Jfr 250g couscous Jfr 4 
lemons, 2 sliced, 2 zested & 
Juiced 4 rosemary sprigs, 
finely chopped ^ 300ml hot 
vegetable stock Jk 170g 
frozen peas Jfr 4tbsp olive oil 
Jfr 4tbsp parsley, roughly 
chopped ^ 4 sea bass fillets 
Jt 4tbsp thyme leaves 
Jff 100ml dry white wine 

1 Preheat the oven 
to 190°G/Gas 5. Put 
the couscous, zest of 2 
lemons and 2 sprigs of 
chopped rosemary in a 
large bowl.

2 Mix the juice of 2 lemons 
with 2tbsp oil and season.

800g sweet potato, peeled 
and chopped into chunks 
Jfr Itbsp black mustard seeds 
■k 3 red chillies, sliced 
lengthways 2tbsp sunflower 
oil ^ 2 onions, sliced Itbsp 
garam masala Jfc 500g 
tomatoes, quartered Jfr 500ml 
natural yoghurt Jk 75g 
desiccated coconut lOOg 
spinach Coriander and 
lime wedges 

1 Microwave the potatoes 
on high for 5 min. Fry the 
mustard seeds and chillies in the 
oil until the seeds begin to pop.
